For this peace honorably obtained we arty under 
ihe favorable dispensation: of divine providence, 
principally indebted to the unceasing exertions of 
the able and virtuous administrators of the general 
government, to the talents & attention of our nego- 
ciators, and to the victories obtained over the enemy 
by our armies & navy ; together with the support of 
every patriotic state in the union—this peace .will 
be durable because thus obtained—Thelate war has. 
proved that à republican government is not. only 
best calculated te promote the happiness of'man, it 
time of tranquility, but capable also of withstanding 
the rude shocks of war.—Such agovernmentis wor- 
thy, the -best support of freemen. . It adds great- 
ly to my satisfaction to have itinmy power to say 
thatthe state of Tennessee has, from the cammence- 
ment to the -termination of the late war, faithfully, 


‘aedlously and honorably done her duty, and in every 


trial with the enemy, victory, of the most brilliant 


- and decisive kind, has crowned the exertions of the 


‘militia, and the volunteers engaged inthe-confiicts 3 
‘victories which have excited the admiration of the 
American government and of the whole people of 
the United States, and.which have ‘astonished and 


_ confounded the énemies ofrepublican government 


throughout the world—-Victories by them -in part 
obtained when acting in conjunction with the brave 
regular forces & others commanded by the gallaut 
Jackson, which have given to Tennessee a high 
standing, and-which will in all future times, as well 


_ as for-the present. secure to the commanding Gc- 


neral, the militia, volunteers and rogulars mister 
his-‘command a lasting fame, and wilt entitle them 
to the unfeigned thanks of their: fellow citizeng—: 
iheirexertions have saved a valuable country and‘

yendered the condition of a meritorious population 
theréin, safe and comfortable—a country which af- 
fords the outlet for the-abundant produce cf the west. 
and the inlet to many of our comforts.—The expe- 
dition with which the Tennessee troaps descend- 
ed the Mississippi to -meet the enemy- was 
never surpassed. The hand of a favorable 
Providence was -surély with them ; whichs with 
the best human exertions in any laudable underta- 
king’, is sufficient to ensure.success. 

In executing the duties enjoined upon the exe- 
cutive of this state by the highly patriotic act of 
the General Assembly, passed on the 24th of Sep- 
tember, 1815, giving to him authority to call out a 
given numberof the militia and volunteers, as also 
to provide temyorarily for their supply and equip- 
ment,toact in concert with troops ordered out 
by the general government against the hostile Creek 
Indians, for the relicfofthe people of the Mississippi 
Territory, then exposed to savage depredations 3 
and also to`'provide more effectually for the safety 
of our frontier settlers ; many dillicultics ‘were 
experienced by him, hut much greater were expe» 
rienced and borneby the troops ‘called into that 
service; those difficulties were'in part occasioned 
by the existing emergency, and the necessity for 
immediate active operations against-the cnemy—to 
the want of open routs for ready communication 
with the commanding gceneral—to the want of roads 
and ‘places of deposit at conVenient distances 
throughout the Indian country, which led-to the con- 
sequent difficulty of supplying the troops with pro- 
visions in due time for their comfort, whilst they 
were undergoing every hardship and ‘anxious, to 
to meet the enemy. 

Those obstacles; with many others, however, were 
met with a zeal to overcome thém, and surmounted 
in the best manner, which undet‘all circumstances it 
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waa found practicable to pursue ; and the objects of 
that act which was so replete with the most patrio- 
tic provisions that ever were enacted by any legis. 
lature of Y state, have been carried into effect with- 
out leaving the state liable for the payment of any 
monies authorised therein to be borrowed, if neces- 
sary, although there did, for a short time, exist a 
necessity for making to the contractor some ad- 
vance of money, the better tò enable him to furnish 
provisions ; when, for that purposé, 1 borrowed 
$13,000 from the state bank (the one nearest to his 
residence) anu gave my note, which note the con- 
tractor took up by the time it became due. The oba 
jects contemplated by that act have been effected 
ina manner highly honorable to the state and glori- 
aus to the troops of Tennessee, and the 39th regi- 
ment of the United States who were engaged in that 
arduous conflict—a conflict rendered arduous mostly 
by the obstacles tothe transportation ofsupplics, &c. 
asthe above mentioned. The good effects which have 
resulted (vom the passage of that patriotic act, & from 
the promptitude, valor & good conductofthe militia, 
- volunteers and regulars, and in fact from the patri» 
otic exertions of the general population of Tennes- 
see to promote the service, will be forever felt and 
remembered with gratitude to the actors by the po- 
pulation of the whole south-western section of the 
Onion, aud by the general government. . 
The hostile Creeks have been conquered, and the 
better portion of their country obtained by treaty 
as a pledge of their future good behavior, whereby 
great strength and a permanent peace is secured, 
not only fo our immediate frontiers, but to the 
neighboring states and territories.—Greater a- 
chievments and more important benefits have not 
resulted from the active conduct and bravery of any 
men ; they deserve well of their country, The 
Cherokee Indians, headed and led on by that dis- 


ris y 
tinguishedhero, col. Gideon Morgan, in aid of thie 
United States arms in that conflict, are, as well as 
colonel Morgan, well entitled to highest praise—his, 
and their bravery, will be recollected with pleasure: 
by all who know their conduct in the several battles 
with the-Creeks; and particularly atthe battle of 
the Hore Shoé or “Lee-ltoop-kaw. j 

In compliance with a resolution ofthe last assem- 
biy, passed the 27th September 1813,. authorising 
the executive to appoint a confidential agent io go 
to the Choctaw nation, ifin hisopinion it should be 
necessary, the better to secure the settlers on Tom- 
bigby from savage depredation,-L appointed colonel 
John McKee an agent on that Mission—his quali- 
fications in all respects were as good as could: be 
wished ;he immediately proceeded thither—The 
United States agent tothat nation was absent, and 
colonel McKee’s arrival there at thé time he did, 
was most fortunate for the safety of the people on 
that frontier and highly important in many other 
respects—his exertions rendered in aid of the gene- 
ral policy of the United States; and the particular 
objects of his mission greatly tended towards the 
preservation of that frontier, if not wholly, to save 
those exposed settlers from destruction before any 
other relief intended by the provisions of the act of 
the 24th September to be afforded them, could be 
carried into effect. As- that resolution was adapted 
to make a part of the aid intended to be afforded to 
the gcneral government in the prosecution of the 
war against the hestile Creeks, and for the protec- 
tion of the frontier settlers of the Mississippi Terri- 
try, of which government was immediatdly advis- 
ed, I have full confidence that the expences inturved 
wder it, will be defrayed by the general govern- 
ment, and that the s: rvices of the agent will be duly 
appreciated and rewarded. 

In the course of the last year Major General

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Jackson, with the view of more effectually promot 
ine the safety of this frontier, made a movement a. 
gainst Pensacolay which place had long been a rem 
dezvous for the enernies to our peace, and fron 

© which place much evil ensned: for many years to the 
frontier settlers of this. state and to the neighbor. 
ing states and territories. He as aided in tha 
most laudable undertaking by a brigade of volun. 
teers from this state, commanded by general Cof. 
fee. ‘This affords an additional evidence of the zeal 
of Tennessceans in support of measures calculated 

to frustrate the objects of the enemy and, to promote 
the peace and safety of their fellow-citizens. The 
result of that mavement was the surrender of Pensa. 

cola to general Jackson, and the dispersion of the 

British fcet and forces stationed there—amongs 

the good effects therefrom may be reckoned the grea. 

ter salety of Mobile, ata very critical period of the 

war, and a favorable change in Spanish policy to 

wards the United States, and a greater certainty d 

permanent peace on our frontier—the actors de.

confering the appointment on Mr Cooke—this to-

NEVER before has the legislature of Tennes- 
see convened under circumstances more auspicious 
or more flattering to the national pride, which we 
in common fecl, when our country promises abun- 
dant and durable felicity. Very different was the 
aspect of affairs at the last session of the general as- 
srmbly—great was the solicitude felt by all classes 
of citizens for the fate of our firm & independent re- 
public—T ben were we involved in the tamults of war, 
with a formidable and unprincipled enemy, who, by 
by atrain of inveterate wrongs and injustice had 
imposed upon us the alternative of an appeal to 
arms, or obedience to his high and unfounded pre- 
tensions. The former was prefered by those to 
whom the administration of the federal government 


taa 
had been confided ; and they, dispensing with fnr- 
ther remonstrance, we measured strength with them 
both by land and sea, and for the result we may 
safely challenge a parallel. » Gn. the ocean defeat 
and disaster forced the.proud mistress to yield to 
American tars trophics of the-mast splendid vic- 
tories, and on land our career was marked with 
equal lustre. On this theatre the army of Tennes- 
see proved itself worthy the liberty we enjoy, and 
deserving the praise and confidence of its gallant 
commander in chief, who has realized what on for- 
mer occasions was alone anticipated in theory, that 
militia were.in the kour of peril the bulwark to the 
liberty of an independent republic; and surely it 
cannot fail to bo a source of exultation and plea- 
sure, that that fact is placed beyond a doubt by our 
valiant countryman general Jackson and his intre- 
pid army. Of whata republic can achieve when 
its rights are injured, its dignity insulted, and itg 
soil invaded, they have exhibited the best exam. 
 ples—to them in part I am indebted foy the privi» 
lége of addressing you. Citizenship with a people. 
so bold and genorous, is an honor I am delighted to 
claim; to be prefered by them. to the. chief magis- 
tracy of the state, excites emotions of gratitude and 
‘esteem too lively for expression. But to him who 
governs tle destiny of states, we owe the utmost 
reverence and humility for the returned blessings 
of péace ; and to him we ought to ofer our united 
gupplications that he would continue to bestow his 
choicest favors on our happy land—that instead of 
peing arrayed in battle against our sister nations, 
we may employ: every honorable means to cultivate 
peace and good will with all; not forgetting, how- 
ever, the indispensable duty of being armed against 
insult or danger, as it cannot be hoped that the 
commerce and growing prosperity of the American 
peoplo should not excite friendship of some, and 
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tivy of other nations, from the course of all bhunan 
era gnctions; henceto be prepared to act is a first 
duty. ` ) i ` 

You are assembled, gentlemen of the legislature, 
‘to consult the general welfare—Brifging with you 
a knowledge of the wishes and expectations of those 
by whom you have been delegated, I have no doubt 
the ground.before you will be explored with wisdom 
and care. Upon the exercise of your functions will 
depend in a considerable degree the enjoyment of 

” that liberty for which governments were institu- 
ted—security for personal liberty—protection of 
private property—encouragement of agriculture— 
to the mechanic arts of general science—with the 
provision of an adequate punishment of vice and im- 
morality, constitute the most important points of 
legislation. ‘Whether our existing institutions are 
the best that the legislature can devise to secure 
these essential ends is for you to decide—they are 
earnestly recommended to your consideration. 
Laws to be efficacious should be administered with 
dispatch, with intelligence and impartiality, It 
exclusively belongs to your honorable body to enact 
Jaws, and to select such characters to enforce them, 
as in your estimation are qualified to perform 
the duties attached to their station. 

My excellent predecessor has laid before your 
honorable body, a detailed account of such points of 
his official acts for the two last years of his adminis- 
tration, as he has esteemed necessary 3 one of which 
is the situation of the settlers south of French Broad 
and Holston; with which representation I should have 
becn entirely contented without bringing that subject 
again to ‘your view, were I not conscious that the 
situation of many of those people is still more dis- 
tressing than has or evcn can be pourtrayed by ei- 
ther my predecessor or myself. The following will 
be found additional facts to those already stated in 
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the message of governor Blount: sundry of the se 
ters have had suits brought against them in tho, 
federal court upon titles derived from North Caro- 

lina, one Of which contains 100,000 acres. Those 
claims have not only given just-cause of alarm, but 
in their operation lave been a source of considera- 
jle waste of moncy and time—and are not yet de> 

termined. Thereis a possibility: yet remaining of 

superceding those titles derived from the ‘state of 
Tennessce. Ifit bea virtue'in people tolove their 
country, I presume those citizens will ‘scarcely 
have a rival—their promptitude in furnishing. men 
and supplies in the late war, has been highly honor- 

able to them and useful to their country. For which 
services and süpplics the United States stands their 
debtor at this time—and all they ‘ask now is further - 
time to pay the sums due from them to the state. 

The extinguishnient of Indian claims to land ly- 
ing within the limits of this state, has always been 
avery desirable object. To effect which I ‘would 
recommend that your honorable body would pro- 
vide by resolution or otherwise, ‘that the senators 
and representatives from this state in the Congress 
ofthe United States be requested to use their ut- 
most endeavors to efect the aforesaid object; and 
that they be further requested to report their pro- 
gress to this department so ‘soon as the same may be 
practicable. 

Thereiis reason to belicve that the state of Kens 
tucky would agree to the permanent establishment 
of Walker’s line, between the states of Tennessee 
and Kentucky—Im such event it would become ne- 
cessary for the tivo states, at their joint expense, to 
run and mark a part of said line through the bar- 
rens, which heretofore has not been marked for the 
want of timber; this course of proceeding could not 
be otherwise than acceptable to both states, as it 
would produce a saving of expense, and at the same 
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‘time perpetuate that hirmony which now 80 hap. 
pily exists between the citizens of both states. 

I therefore respectfully: suggest the propriety of 
entering into a resolution, embracing the above pro- 
position for running and marking said line, at the 
:joint expense of both states, and further, that the 
legislature of each ofthe states enact a law to quiet 
claimants whose lands or parts thercof do not lic 
within the limits of the state by which such lands 
were granted—saving to all such claimants the en- 
tire virtue of his or their title both in law and equi 
ty—-and for the purpose of carrying this proposi- 
tion into effect, I would recommend to your honora- 
Þe body the appointment af one or more commis- 
sioners to act on-the part of Tennessee, with such as 
may be appointed by the state of Kentucky. 

Among the various snbjects which I may have the 
honor of laying before your honorable body, none 
will perhaps command more particularly your at- 
tention, than that of opening public roads and keep- 
ing those already opened in the best possible re- 
pair; together with every possible aid the resources 
of the state can bestow in opening and improving the 
navigation of our rivers. In a country rising in 
population and wealth, with the rapidity of this in- 
fant state, there can be but one sentiment with ro- 
gard to the principle—and perhaps no period ever 
will present itself more favorable to a cools dispas- 
sionate arrangement of those highly important ob- 
jects.” .We are in a state of honorable peace and 
amity, with, a very great portion of the civilized 
world, and recent accounts furnish us with the bighe 
ly interesting and acceptable news of a commercial 
treaty having been entered into between the pleni- 
potentiaries of the United States of America and 
Great Britain—It will be for your honorable body 
to decide how far the citizens of ‘Tennessee shall 
participate those natiqnaLadvantages, which have 
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een very much increased in value by the recent 
acquisition made by our beloved chicf and the army: 
of freemen he commanded. The country acquired. 
by the close of the Creek war, and general Jack 
son’s treaty in purspance thereof, has dispelled the 
gloom that. darkened our commercial views, by 
opening avenues to an’.intercourse between tho 
citizens of the western and southern states, a 

To effect, gentlemen, the greatest ‘possible ad- 
vantages to both. sections of the country, it will re- 
quire the joint efforts of the state of Tennessee and 
the Mississippi territovry—to adopt. such measures 
in concert as they shall ‘deem most expedient. and 
best calculated to- promote the gencral happiness and 
interest of both. With regard to Tennessee, two 
voads-will have to be opened, one from Nashville, 
the other from Knoxville,each leading by the most 
convenient route to the nearest navigable point of 
the Tombireby waters. Should your honorable body 
fcel a disposition to favor the opening these roads, L 
have no hesitation in saying a moderate toll, to be 
collected at some convenient place, would ina very 
short time remunerate the small expenses that 
might be incurred by both gavernments, and of’ 
course would produce an union of sentiment and 
commercial advantages, and probably be the means, 
in some future day, of saving an army from a state 
of starvation—at least it would faeilitate the trans- 
portation of every article appertaining tọ sucha 
state of things in due time. And to show how 
desirable such a mode of conveyance would be if 
our soathern frontier should be invaded, it will only 
be necessary to refer to what was experienced in 
the late war. 

Improving the navigation of our rivers must be 
an object sf primary importance to every section of 
the state: many articles of country produce would 
be sent to this: and other r kets from the eastern 
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extrome of the state, whilst the surplus property of 
the west would always be in high demand in the 
east 3 bat the opportunity of this exchange 
is lessened in point of number and value by the ob- 
structions in the bed or bottoms of our rivers, which 
render the passage of boats unsafe. In order to 
obviate those difliculties, a law has been passed in~ 
corporating a navigation company—to effect their 
object much exertion has been made by some of its. 
members, but the sums subscribed in general, so 
far‘as they come within my knowledge, were very 
small, and for the last twelve-months the. sub- 
ject seems to be in a considerable degree aban- 
doned—it will therefore rest with your honorable 
body to adopt such measures asthe magnitude of 
the subject seems to require, to produce the greatest 
benefit; and such sums of public money as you may 
direct to be appropriated, it will be well to provide 
for their reimbursement, by charging toll to those 
who may be benefited by ascending and descending 

such of our rivers as inay be thus improved, 

'I would recommend a complete revision of the 
* fevenue laws, and so far as practicable, that they 
may be comprised in one law, for the convenience 
of those who are désirous.to acquire a knowledge of 
them, ar whose business requires that they should 
be acquainted with the laws on that subject.. 

The militia laws of this state, will, I have no 
@oubt, on a careful examination, be found to re- 
quire amendments.. It is therefore very desirable 
thatit should become the subject of deliberation at 
an early day, so as to. give the fullest scope to dis- 
‘cussion ; ag many of you, gentlemen, have had full 
experience of its perfections and imperfections, and 
know waat parts of itis adapted, and what it is not 
suited toa state of war. 

Minor subjects will be communicated through 
the course of the session, and every inturmation 
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"and facility in‘my power will be given, so as te 
enable you ta close the session with the utmost adyan- 
tage to your country and convenience to yourselves.

I discover, that amongst the various subjects 
submitted to your consideration by my predecessor, 
as well as myself, that of the bencficial public ad- 
vantage that would result to this state from the 
encouragement of salt works, has been neglected, 
Permit me, then, to bring it to the view: of your 
honorable body as one in which we will all unite, 
as to its gencral and individual importance. As 
regards the general convenience and interest of 
silt-worksy there can be but one opinion; for sure- 
ly there is no manufacturing establishment, within 
the grasp of human invention, the production of: 
which contributes more to the health and comfort of 
life; nay, to the real independence of a people, 
than that of salt-works. 

Various attempts have been madejto procure salt- 
water within the limits of this state, and with but 
very little effect; which failure, I am strongly in- 
clined to belive has been produced rather from the 
want of funds of the adventurers, than from the 
want of the clement itself. 

I feel warranted in making this remark from 
past observation ; which, if founded on fact, would 
Jay agast claim in bringing it to jour view 3 and here 
it may not be improper to remark, that for the 
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aventicr part, the discoveries that have heretofore 
peon mide, are situate in rough momntainous land»: 


unfit for cultivation. I would then, gentlemens - 


submit for your consideration, admilling that you 
possess not the power to donate, whether sound

I beg leave to suggest to your honorable body the 
propriety of repealing so much of the act of 180, 
concerning frée negroes, mulattoes and slaves, a 
permits tho registering of the certificates of emit 
cipation of free persons cf colour. 

This suggestion is submitted on.information, that 
the bill to prohibit the introduction of free persons 
of colour, ‘has been rejected, from a want asl 
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umbly presume, of knowing the full extont of the 
jury that has already resulted. 
Having already-taken occasion to bring this sub- 
rt before you, E fell-precluded from motives of 
dlicacy to trouble vou further, than barely to re- 
ark, that I cannot but view it as a subject of very 
ansiderable importance. 
Our neighboring states, Virginia, Kentucky, and 
bio, have enacted laws which preclude their so- 
ty on any conditions. And the very persons 
hoare the subjects of this communication, cannot 
emain in Virginia longer chan twelve. months from 
hedate of their emancipation. 
Ifthe policy then, of this ancient, wealthy and 
ignified state should ‘by her laws say to her citi- 
en Slave-holilers, we permit yoy to liberate your 
laves, but they must abandon those abodes and 
eds which have nurtured them from -infancy to 
d age, and seck a residence where more clemency 
nd hospitality abound, ought not the impolicy of 
acing citizens of another: state on a better foot- 
ng than our own, admonish us to acts of self pre- 
ervation ? i l ” 
By repealing the laws above alluded to, I cannot, 
mihe hasty view I have taken of the subject, but 
onceive it a complete restriction against this ad- 
issions and should they persist in settling within 
he limits of this statė, society will find a sufficiont 
uarantee ‘in the provisions of the vagrant laws ; 
and those intruders of colour would be left for the 
liscretion of a subsequent legislature.
